Long agoe from the time of S7gi/munc 
the I. there were Voluntiers fromthe 
frontiers of Ruſſza, Wolhinia, Podolia, and 
other Provinces of Poland, which 'met 
together to practiſe their Pyracies upon 
the Black Sea where they ordinarily met 
with conſiderable advantages, and 
brought away rich booty both from the] 
Turkiſh Galleys and from the places] 
where they often landed in Natolz:g,| 
where they. pillaged and ſacked whole 
Towns, as that of Trebiſonde and $Synoþa, 
having the boldnefs ſometimes to come 
within two Leagues of Conſtantinople, and 
carry. away priſoners and plunder: at 
the latter end of the year theſe adven- 
turers retired home , appointing- firſt 
their Rendezvous where they were to 
.meet in the Spring inſome of the Iflands 
or Rocks of the Boriſthenes, from thence 
agam to make their excurſipns. 


King Stephen Batory, to whom Poland 
is beholden for many good Rules, con- 
| fidering the ſervice which he might 
_ draw from theſe Rovers , towards the 
defence of the frontiers of Kuſſze and. 
PSF |  Poaolia

*MPodolia, which lay always expoſed to 
eche incurſions of the Tartars, formed 
a Militia out of them, and gave them 

tithe Town of Trethymirow upon the Bo- 
1Eiſthenes for a Garriſon, made a General 
t!KÞver them, -and gave him power to make 
Wunder-Officers, granting them beſides 
- Wtheir pay, divers priviledges and immu- 
nities, and joyned to this Infantry of the 
MW Co//acks two thouſand Horle, for the ſub- 
EB fiſtance of which he deſigned the fourth 620 
BE part. of his Crown-Lands whence they 
were called 2xartarz, and by corrupti-:

Theſe forces thus eſtabliſhed for the - 
guard of the frontiers, did ſo ſecure it 
againſt the irruptions of the Tartars that 
all the. deſart Countrey, beyond the 
Towns of Bracklaw, Bar, and Kiovia, be- 
gan tobe peopled, and many Townsand 
Fortreſles were built there, every one 
bringing in Colonies from the neighbor- 
ing Provinces. os 


This Militia thus regulated; ſuſtained 
it ſelf andrendred good ſervice to the 
Py.

Crown of Polayud, without compariſon, 
more profitably then before, when be- 
Ing diſperſed and ſcattered about, they 
could not act together in company. Yet 
as thisunion was ſo advantagious for the

King $7giſmund the 
ITI. having prohibited their Pyracies on 
the Flack Sea, upon the complaints which 
he received fromthe Grand Signior; they 
did indeed give them over, Fe it was, 
that they might fall upon Rz{ſza and Ly- 
thuania with the greater force, where 
they committed unheard of violences

inder the Condut of Nalenaiko their Go- 
heral. In va were Orders ſent fot 
heir diſarming and returning home, ' 
hey deſpiſed all. and united themſelyes

- Notwithſtanding theſe diſgraces they 
Joſt not their courage at all, but did 
their utmoſt to'maintain their liberty. 


Aﬀteer they had tried again the fortune 
of the war againſt General Potoskz, and 
found themſelves confiderably weaken- 
ed by divers encounters, they intrenched 
themſelves beyond the Boriſtheres, upon 
the River Starcza, and for more then 
two Months ſuſtained many affaults from 
the Poles, whoafter having loſt many of 
theirown men. were conſtrained to ca- 
_ Pitulate with theſe deſperate people, and 
to promiſe them that they ſhould be re- 
eſtabliſhedin their Priviledges and their 
Militia of fix thouſand men ſet on foot 
again as before, under the Command of 
a General appointed by the King, but 
theſe Articleswere not betterkept with 
them then the former, and the moft part 
of their men upon their going off, were

of the Poliſh Atmy 3 neither was their _ 
Militia reeſtabliſhed, but a new one was 
ſet up, their General being changed, atid - 
the true Coſſacks themſelves excluded, 


The Dammage which enſued upok 
this change was foon after very ſenſible, 
for the Tartars made aninroad two years 
_ after, entred a ' great way itito the 
Ukrain, and deſtroyed the Territories 
about Pereaſlaw , Corſun and Wiſnowits, 
whither before this disbanding of the 
Coſſacks they were not wont to approach. 
They were therefore fome time after fet 
up again,and King Uladiſians, whomade 
great account of this Militia in the war, 
which he intended to make againſt the 
Turks and Tartars, was no {mall contri- 
butorto their total reeſtabliſhment, ma- 
king Bogdan Kmielniski, one of their 
own body, General over them,and with- 
a] increaſing their number. 


Fromrall this difcourſe we may at pre- 
ſent infer, that the Coſſacks are rather a_ 
Militia then a Nation, as moſt have 
thought, and we cannot better compare 
them 
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them then to the free Archers formerly 
eftabliſhed in Frazce by" Charles the VII. 
who were -perſons fit for Arms choſen 
out of all the Towns of his Dominion, 
and who upon the firſt Orders from the* 
Ring, were bound to meet at a general 
Rendezvous, and to ſerve in the wars; 
by which they were exempted from all 
Faxes and Impoſts. The Coſfacks are 
the ſame, choſen and liſted in Au{ſza, 
Volhinia and Podolia, and who enjoying 
many exemptions and priviledges, are 
In like. manner bound to march where- 
foever they are commanded ; formerly 
they had no more then one onely Town 
for their retreat, as hath been already 
obſerved, and the Porohz of the Boriſthe- 


es, from whence they were called Za- 


porouskz Coſſacks, and are hereby diſtin- 


 guiſhed from the Coſſacks in Moſcovia 


and from thoſe ypon the River Dozx or 


Tanak. 


Perohi, 1s a Ruſſian term, ſignifying a 


 rTockyStone ; this River at fifty Leagues 


from the. mouth of it, is croſſed with a 
ridge of Racks, which maketh a kind of

damme- or cataraQ, and by this means 
rendreth the Navigation in thoſe parts. 
impoſſible, and taketh away. from 
Ukrain the means of inrtching it ſelf b 
the Traffick which it might otherwiſe 
-have with Conſtantinople for Corn and < 
ther Merchandiſes in' which it abound- 
eth as much as any other Countrey inthe 
world ; ſome of theſe Rocks are even 
with the water, others are above. the 
water, the height of ſix, eight, and ten 
feet, and from this inequality there are 
in the River diverscaſcades or fallshich 
the Coſſacks themſelves doe not paſs but 
with a great deal of danger; there are 
thirteen of theſe falls, ſome of which are 
fourteen or fifteen foot high, when the 
water is low, and it is as neceſlary for. a 
true Zaporonski Coſſack to have paſſed 
theſe falls, and to have made a voyage 
upon the- Black Sea, as for a Knight of 
Malthabefore he come to the dignity of 
that Order. to have been in a Summers 
Expedition againſt the Twrks. 


Below the Porohz there are divers 
Iſlands in the River Boriſthengs, and a-

monglt others thefe is ofie very remarks 
ab'e, ſomewhat lower then the Entrarice 


of the River Czertomelik, compalied'4- 
bout with thouſands of cther little Iles, 


ſome of which are dry, others marſly, 
and all of them covered with Reeds; in 


fach manner as it is hard to perceive the - 


Channels which ſepiatate them; into 
this place, and into thefe windings and 
turnings the Cof/ack+ make their retreat, 
which they call their Skarbniſe,Woyrhowa, 


_ thatis toſay, the Treaſure of their Ar- 


my, ad hete they ſhut np their booty 
which they have taken in their Pyra- 
cies upon the Black Sea, the acccels to 
this place is fo difficult and dangerous, 
that many. T##kiſh Galleys in purſting

After their afrival they chooſe a Ge- 

' neril to Condutt and Command them in 
their Expedition, and then fall to work

built onely upon a bottom of Willow or 
Limetree, ſided or raiſed with plancks, 
which they pin one into another ; the 
better to ſteer them when they are forced 
to flye, they have two Oars or Skulls an 
purpoſe, their ſides are ſtrengthened with 
Roaps of Reeds, as thick as a Barrel, tg 
ſuſtain theſe Boats againſt the fury of 
the waves, they have ordinarily ten of 
twelve Oars on each fide, and rowe (wift- 
er 'thet the Turkiſh Galleysz theyhaye 
but a bad ſail, and make uſe of it *onely 
' in fair weather, and chooſe rather to 
 rowe when the wind is high 3 for theip 
proviſions in their voyage they take with 
| them Biſcuit, putup in a Tunn, and ag 
they have uſe for it, take it out at the 
bung : beſides this, they have a Barrel 
of boiled Millet, and another of. Paſte ' 
mingled with water which they eat with 
the Millet, and it ſerves them both for 
meat and drink, and is counted by them 
a delitious diſh ; they carry no Aqua-vite. - 
nor other Strong-waters, for although ' 
they beas ſubjedt to drunkenneſs as any 
other Northern Nation. yet they are 
wonderfully ſobexia War, fog 
| They 
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They meet ordinarily to the number 
of five or fix thouſand men; about three- 
ſcore of them are imployed to the ma- 
king of one Boat, and in three weeks 
time the whole company makes ready 
about fourſcore or an hundred; fifty or 
threeſcore men goe in each Boat, armed 
with five or fix Faulcons, and every one 
with two Harquebuſes, and Powder and 
Ball ſufficient. Their Admiral hath a 
Flag upon his Maſt to diſtinguiſh him 
from the reſt, they rowe altogether 
and ſo cloſe, that their Oars touch one 
another, they wait till the latter quar- 
ter of the Moon, to get out of the Ri- 
ver Boriſten es, that they may by'the 
help of the obſcurity of ſome dark night, 
not be eyed by the Txrkiſh Galleys who | 
wait ordinarily at Oczakow, a Town 
of the Tirks at the mouth of the River 
on purpoſe to obſerve them 3; ſo ſoon as 
they are diſcovered, all the; Countrey 
is in Alarme as far as Conſtantinople, from 
whence they diſpatch Couriers to all the 
coaſts of Natolia, Romelia and Bulgaria, 
that al} may ſtand upon their guard, but 
ſach is the diligence and ſwiftneſsof the 
oh Ele Coſſacks,

Coſſacks, that they ordinarily prevent 
and outgoe the Couriers who are to 
bring news of their coming , knowing. 
ſo well to taketheir opportunity by the - 
time and ſeaſon, that they often get in- 
to Natolia in theſpaceof fortyhours. 


When they meet with any Galley or 
Veſlel ( which they diſcover better, and 
at a greater diſtance then they can be 
diſcovered ) their Boats being but two | 
foot and an half above water) theyap- 
proach towards them till night, keeping 
at about a Leagues diſtance, and then 
well obſerving the place where they 
ſaw the veſſel, they begin to rowe about 
midnight with all their force, ard ert- 
| compaſling it about,take it at unawares, 

it being impoſſible for a Veſlel beſet 
with ſuch a number of Boats all at once, 
to difingage or defend itſelf ; they take + 
out the Money, Guns, and all the Mer- 
chandiſe which they can- conveniently 
carry away, and afterwards ſink the ſlip, 
they being not dextrous enough to car- 
ry her off, but as they have this advan- 
tage by night over ſhips and ws -

 ſathey are at great diſadyantage by day, 
- for theſe with their great Cannon ſhot 
ſcatter them, and kill many of their men, 
and theneſpecially when they doe molt 
vigarouſly proſecute their fight 5 from 
whence they oft bring back but halfe 
their equipage, though true it 1s, that 
they are ſeldom taken, by reaſon when 
they are purſued, they can retire into 
the Reeds or near the ſhoares, where 
the Galleys cannot come. The Grand 
Signior hath often complained of their 
Pyracies to the King of Poland, who ne- 
ver yet gave him any greater ſatisfaction 
for his Dammages, then he hath recer- 
ved from him, for the inroads of the 
Tartars, to whom there could never be 
raiſed up a more ſatable 'Enemy then 
theſe Cofſacks. 


As to their manner of making war by 


Land, they are better Foot-men then 
Harſe, they are patient , and laborious, 
obedient to their Commanders, and 
extremely dextrous at caſting up earth, 
and intrenching 3 and not onely fo, 'but 
alſo at anocher-kind of ambulatory way

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intrenching, which they perforrt 
y an handſome and orderly manner * This is - . 
diſpoſing their * Chariots, which is alled 
bſolutely neceſſary when they march jr. © 
hrough thoſegreat defart Plains,where 
he Tartars run about continually : a 
houſand Coſſacks thus defended with 
heir Chariots, will make head again(t 
ix thouſand of thoſe Infidels, who ſel- 
dom alight from their Horſes, ſo that 
a Ditch or a ſmall baricado is able to 
op them, it would be very difficult 
n any other Countrey to make an Ar+ 
ny march thus in the middle of Chari- 
dts, there being few Countreys in the 
vorld fo flat and even asthat.

Kmielniski was retreated. with the Tar- 
tars in hopes to engage them again to 
fight, but he could by no means per- 
ſwade them to it 3 but on thecontrary, 
was very 1ll treated by the Cham ,, and 
reproached as. one that had cheated 
him, and not made known the true 
ſtate of the Poliſh Army, but had made 
him believe they were | not above 
Twenty thouſand 3. and therefore he' 
threatned toſend him to the King of. 

Poland, in exchange for thoſe Murza's

not let him go free, till he had ſent or- 
derto Czeberin to deliver up a confider- 
able ſum of Money , .and part of the 
Booty which he had formerly taken in 
Poland.

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The night following the King order- 
ed there ſhould be a Publick Thanks-

The Fourth of Jzly, the Cofſacks (ur- 
priſed one of theſe Forts, wherein were 
two pieces of Ordnance and Fourſcore 
Polanders, whoſe Heads they ſtruck off 
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with their Sythes, Arms, which:therr 
Foot ordinarily make uſe of inſtead of 
Pikes, But General Hybald ran upon 


them, and drove them from it, and for- 


ced them'to leave the Cannon which 
they were carrying away into their Ta- 


bor. Theſame day the Coſſucks poſlel-. 


ſed themſelves of a Hill, -by which 
means they could the more eaſily ſeek 


out Forrage ; | but the Grand Enſign 
diſlodged them, and brought away Five . 
hundred of their Horſes. 


The fifth they came out of their 


Camp, in great number, in appearance 


as if they would give the Poles battel 
again, but they were driven back into 
their Intrenchments after 'a ſtrong in- 


counter, and the loſs of Four hundred 
of their Men. - Sako! and' Piaſcazin, of 
the Poliſh fide, were\ wounded in this 


conflict, which was attended with a 
continua} diſcharge of the Artillery oh 
both ſides, and great deſtruction.

being to burn them, rather then leave:

neral left Forces to guard them. Prince 
Radzevil, General of Lythuania, hearing 
of this, reſolved toſet upon them, and 
to this effect, ſent beforehim Major Ge- 
neral Mirskz with three thouſand cho- 
| ſea 
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ſen men, with Orders to paſs the Boriſt- 
henes, and he himſelf embarked with the 
reft of his Foot and his Artillery, while 
his Horſe marched by Land, at his 
arrival heſet upon their intrenchments 
on one fide, while that irskz to whom 
he had given the ſignal by the diſcharge 
of ſome of his Cannon, was to fall up- 
on the other ; the Cofſacks defended 
themſelves bravely for an honr and 
half, after which they were overthrown 
and cut in pieces. Niebaba coming with 
_ his Army to. the relief of his. 

Prince Radzevil, although that 2irskz 
werenot yet joyned with him,as having 
not paſſed the River which parted 
them, negtefed not to incounter him, 
and after aſharp conflit, in which three

elſe, -as he would openly declare it to 
his friends, but to die in the Wars,aad to 
finiſh his life in his Profeſhon; his defires 
were at laſt accompliſhed, and beyond 
the ſatisfaction af ending his life ſo'glo- 
rioufly., he had this alto; juſt ar his 
death-to terminate by his Valor and 
Condut, a War fo cruel and ruinous to '\ 
is Countrey. 
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
